—Steel-nerved Al«n B. Shepard 
Jr. rode a rocket Inlo spaco to- 
day, exclaimed "what a beautiful 
view" as he looked down on the 
earth, and then dropped to a safe 
landing in the Atlantic. 


To the wiry, 37-year-old Navy 


commander, the historic adven- 
ture 
obviously was 
no more 


frightening 
than many 
earlier 


flights he had made in hot ex- 
perimental aii-cr»ft. 


"It's n beautiful day," ho told 


Marines on the helicopter that 
plucked liis space capsule out of 
the water after a soaring flight 
115 miles above the earth and 302 
miles southeast from the Capo 
Canaveral launching pad. 


His nonchalance gave w«y to 


excitcmenl »,s he declared: "Boy, 
what a ridel" 


Only 10 minutes after tho Red- 


stone rocket booster blasted, off 
Jit 9:'M a.m., Shepard climbed out 
the escape hatch of the .space 
craft and was picked up, to bo 
transferred to tho deck of the air- 
craft carrier Lake Champluin. 


"I don't think there's much 


you'll have to do to me. Doc," 
America's 
first 
spaceman 
re- 


marked to one of the physicians 
wailing to determine if Shepnrd 
suffered physical or psychologic- 
al harm in his flight out of tho 
atmosphere. 


Shepard had radioed from the 


weightless void of space that he 
could sco, through his';, periscope, 
the entire East Coast of the'Unit- 
ed States. 


President Kennedy telephoned 


his congratulations to Shepard on 
the carrier and said he was look- 
ing forward to the space man's 
arrival in Washington, when he 
will receive a hero's welcome. 


Shcpard's 
blazing, r>,000-mile- 


an-hour flight was only the begin- 
ning of American exploration of 
space, said Hugh Drydcn, deputy
